Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . Claims 32-34,38-40,42,43 are rejected under 35 U.S.G. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Cansell in view of Wittkampf et al. 

See previous office action.

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Applicant's remarks have been considered, however the above rejections are still 
deemed to be proper. Cansell clearly teaches using at least three electrodes 
(5,6,10); electrode 10 can also be considered the case of the defibrillator (col. 7, 
line 45+). Further, Cansell shows the ability to have each of them connected to 
the pulse generator since they all can be used as stimulating electrodes. Also, 
as required by claim 32 for example, a shock pulse of Cansell can be delivered 
between electrodes 5 and 6, which can be considered first and second 
electrodes.
